Our producers themselves are in- 
clined to attribute their failure to 
turn out more good films to the fact 
that capital has consistently looked 
askance at their enterprise. Much 
the same complaint is frequently 
heard in America, but there vertain 
producers have found arguments 
gufjciently ‘plausible to allay the 
qualme of those-with money to in- 
vest. The truth of the matter is 
undertaking. Success depends prin- 
cipolly on the personality of those 
that film. production will probably 
alwaya be a ‘highly speculative 
undertaking, Success depends prin- 
cipally on the personality of those 
who make the films or. who control 
the organisstion. Masterpieces’ aro 
not producéd by: the dozen, nor to 
order. “America has flooded the, 
‘world with films, but how many of 
them, regarded as works of art, are 
above criticism? The salient point 
about’ most of them is that they 
have ‘been produced at a lavish ex- 
‘penditure, o festure it is not alto- 
gether desirable ta emulate. Tho 
real superiority even of the average 
American film play over the British 
is that it hada wider appeal, where- 
as the ordinary English film can 
only interest on English audience, 
aa hog been often pointed out be- 
fore. On the cther hand, there 
would ‘be no difficulty in enumerat- 
ing a score of British films whicli in 
all that is really essential should 
be oble‘to hold their own wherever 
they were not opposed by prejudice 
or interest.
